2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: The replacement sheet of drawings, received 5/18/05, contains copy marks 
that reduce the quality of the figures. It was requested that applicant provides a clean drawing 
sheet at, or before, the time the issue fee is paid. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes.
